A great meeting of welcome was 
arranged by the “July 11 Calamity 
Guild” and Wang Pen-lin; the Nan- 
king delegate, was congratulated 
and flattered and entreated to give 
the suffering people justice.

HEROISM OF PASSENGERS AND 
- CREW 


LOST IN TERRIFIC GALE 
Spezia, Yesterday, 

Tugs and aeroplanes have re- 
turned from 48 hours’ fruitless 
search for the “City of Rome.” 

According to accounts from 
several places along the coaat, 
the storm blew up at noon on 
Saturday and became a terrific 
pale. An S.O.S. waa received 
about three In the afternoon here 
and at Leghorn, Pisa, and Genoa. 
A destroyer and two tugs and 
seven aeroplanes were immediate- 
ly sent out, and constguards were 
ordered to patrol the coast. 

The “Famiglia,” which is’ with- 
out wirelevss, chanced upon the 
“City of Rome,” whose crew and 
passengers, according to the 
“Famiglia’s” — captain, behaved 
with admirable. heroism, although 
they had been waiting for rescud 
for three hours. © 

Search in Darkness 
~Strenuons efforts were made to 
Save the occupants, but: one by 
one failed. Then a rope was con- 
nected, after which the “Famiglia” 
proceeded to Spezia very slowly, 
as {t was feared that the flying 
boat, which was badly battered, 
would capsize. The tow rope 
parted after 2 few miles had 
been covered, and the “City of 
Rome” disdppeared. The “Fami- 
glia” reversed and searched for 
several hours in pitch darkness, 
merely aided by vivid flashes of 
lightning. Then a. destroyer 
came up, which the Captain of 
the “Famiglia,” at the risk of his 
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own life, boarded to continue the 
search,

Ho his 


APPLICATION FOR RESCISSION 
ORDER 


DEBTOR ABSENT ' 


- VERY SMALL ASSETS 
DISCLOSED 


Oniy one instalment of $80. has 
been paid so far to the Official 
Receiver by Mr. John Valentine 
Dodd, formerly Chief Interpreter 
in the Supreme Court, who was 
adjudicated and publicly examinéd 
recently, when considerable liabi- 
lities and very small assets were 
disclosed. . . . 

This was revealed in Court this 
morning, with ‘the Chief Justice 
(Sir Henry Gollan, C.B.E.), sitting 
in Bankruptcy. The Official Re- 
celver, Mr. E. L. Agassiz, applied 


for a rescission of the receiving 


order made by the Court at an 
early stage of the affair. 

‘ DEBTOR NOT' PRESENT 

Mr. Dodd was neither present 
nor legally represented. : 

Mr. Agassiz observed that his 
application was on the usual 
ground of there not. being sub- 
stantin! assets for division among 
the creditors (who are all Sikh 
moneylendera), _ ‘ é 

The debtor, the. Official Receiv- 
er ,continucd, had no available 
assets and offered to pay month- 
ly instalments of $80 from his 
Salary and also in addition any 
commission he might earn. At 
that tlme he was employed by 
Mr. J. M. d’Almada Remedios, 
solicitor. 

However, debtor paid only one 
instalment, He had, ‘In fact, re- 
moved to Canton, said Mr. 
Agassiz, and he did not give notice 
of his intention to 
Colony ‘when the Official Receiver 
(Mr. Agassiz) saw him personal- 
ly.. before his departure and told 
him that he was going to make 
the application which was heard 
to-day. 

Mr. Agassiz added that he had 
sent Mr. Dodd by registered post 
the notice of the application, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Dodd in Shameen, 
and he had also served Mr. Dodd 
at his Hong Kong address. 

VERY GENERAL TERMS 

His Lordship indicated that Mr. 
Agassiz should. have. effected -Bub- 
stituted service. Mr. Agassiz re- 
plied that no procedure is Jaid 
down under “application for re- 
scission of ‘receiving order” and

DEMPSEY 


Can He Come Back to 
the Ring 


(By Robert Edgren, Famous Ameri. 
can Sports Writer) x 


‘Can Dempsey “come back?!" 

Candidly, I don't think he can. 
At least to anything like the fight- 
ing Dempsey of ten years ago! 

Those days are gone forever.’ 

Dempsey was pretty good in the 
Chicago fight with Tunney—but not 
the real Dempsey by nbout ten per 
cent, 

That's a lot toa fighter. It would 
be w lot to a sprinter—ten per cent, 
For jnstanée, ten per cent. in speed 
would be approximately the differ- 
ence between running 100 yards in 
a world’s record time of 9.4 seconds, 
and running in the slow time of 
10.4 seconds, which wouldn't create 
any sensation at all. 

With a fighter, ten per cent. logs 
of speed, punching power, endur- 
ance, might mark the difference be- 
tween 2 great champion and just 
a fairly good fighter. It did at 
Chicago. Dempsey was a champion 
for just one round, the seventh, in 
which he walloped Tunney into aub- 
mission and knocked him out, even 
if tricky manipulation of the 
“official” count afterwards did give 
Tunney nbout eighteen seconds to. 
recover in when he should have 
been counted out in ten. 

When Tunney Lost Patience 

Qh. yes, Dempsey tid some pretty 
good fighting in other rounds. He 

- started deliberately to make 
Punney miss his right 
punches, and he made Tun- 
ney miss, He outboxed Tunney, 
who became exasperated and took 
to wrestling and holding Dempsey 
uround the neck with his left and 
punching at Dempsey’s jaw with 
his right. 

‘Then in the seventh Dempsey 
made his bid for a knock-out and 
the championship. But cutting out 
that round, in the rest of it the lack 

: the ten per cent, counted heavi- 
ye 

Dempsey's legs grew slow, his 
punches uncertain, and Tunney was 
‘able to take the lead away from 
him, and made a showing in the 
lust round that gave some excuse 
—ignoring the actual knockout in 
the seventh—for handing Gene the 
decision. « : : 

That was two years ago. Demp- 
sey is in his 35th year. He hag 
been softening up a little more 
these past two years. No, there 
isn’t a chance that he can fight like 
the old Dempsey, . 

If Dempsey Fought Godfrey 

Dempsey might fight again and 
whip Sharkey, Schmeling, Paolino, 
‘or any of that bunch. But they're 
talking of matching him at Agua 
Caliente against Godfrey, Shucks, 
that’s a young man's job, licking 
Godfrey, Dempsey would have had 

. no trouble doing it a8 he was six 
or eight years ago. At. Shelby he 
hired Godfrey as a sparring part- 
her, and the first day I arrived in 
camp ‘I found Godfrey _with_half. 
an inch of surgeon’s plaster cover- 


_.....4ng_his riba, on_the_left_side... 


But George mournfully explained 
to me that Dempsey had socked 
‘George too hard the day ° before, 
and put him ‘out of commission not 
only for* that day, but for the rest 
of the seagon. “Ah thought all ma 
ribs was busted,” said George, “but 
the doctor says they ain’t busted— 
just all the Ligaments is torn loose, 
T tell you, that Boy Dempsey hits 
somethin’ awful.” 

But that was way back in 1923, 
If Dempsey met Godfrey In Novem- 
ber six and a half years afterwards 
it would be different. Godfrey is 
bigger and far more ‘experienced, 
and just about as tough. He weighs 
240 pounds stripped, all bone and 
muscle.’ He doesn’t feel an ordin- 
ary heavy-weight’s punches: And 

What would’ Dempsey be ten “years 
‘ after his best days in the’ ring but 
‘an ordinary heavy-welght?  - 
Glamour of the Past - 
There’s no use in being blinded 
“hy the . glamour. of a - past’ glory. 
. Dempsey was the greateat walloper 
- of ‘his time, :-but the clock doesn't 
‘turn ‘back: for past champions, no 
matter how great they were.

In the ring with ao hard-socking 
negro he’s a killer, But perhaps 
he had no good reason to coast fn 
these fights. Nobody asked him to.

Resigned Position 

In May, witness asked accused 
for a borrowing note on the amount 
invested, explaining that his father 
did not want to be involved in a 
dispute which was then going on 
between the other partners. Upon 
receiving the note, witness reatgned 
his position, . 

Then, a few days later, witness 
instructed Messrs. Johnson, Stokes 
and Master to’ recover the money, 
this being done after a writ had 
heen issued through the Supreme 
Court, He returned the borrowing 
note to the accused after the claim 
had ‘been satisfied. 

Questioned by Mr.’ F, C. Jenkin, 
witness sald he had not the part- 
nership book with him, but could 
say it was signed and chopped, He 
did not know Wong Sook-to, the 
complainant, very well, as he was 
very seldom on the premisea. On 
one occasion he met Wong in the 
street, when he informed the latter

How To Derive Grid Bias 
From Mains | 


[By F. A. Turnbull] 

Having disposed of the H.T. bat- 
tery by using an “H.T, eliminator,” 
which can be a completely satisfac= 
tory source of wupply, there still re- 
mains the G.B. battery. And when 
20, 30 or even more volts are requir- 
ed to serve ° a super-power 
valve in regard to grid bias, the G.B. 
battery is liable to assume: the 
dimensions of a small H.T. battery. 

There are, of course, units avail- 
able which will give H.T. and G.B. 
from the mains and others from 
which L.T, also is available,.but it 
is quite a simple matter to take a 
little voltage away from an H.T. 
unit for grid-bias purposes. 

All you have to do is to connect a 
resistance in series bebween the 
negative terminal of the mains unit 
and the H.T.—terminal of the set. A 
tead taken from the units’ minus 
terminal then can be used aga arid 
bias connection. 

The Variable Resistance 

Tappings at different points on 
the resistance can be taken to pro- 
vide other grid bias voltages of 
smaller orders. “It_is necessary to 
by-pass the resistance with a large 
fixed condenser. or 

The variable resistance will 
have to be one capable of 
enrrying the total current ‘flowing 
through the eliminator and must 
provide a smooth and reliable varia- 
tion. 

A Clarostat can be employed for 
the purpose or u high resistance 
potentiometer, If you use a 
potentiometer only two of Its ter- 
minals will be in service. A con- 
nection is taken from the one which 


is joined to the wlider and from'|: 


either of the other two, 
Two Variable Tappings 

With a four point potentiometer 
(1 believe there is one in the Cen- 
tralab range) you can take out two 
variable yrid-bias tappings,. In 
this case the other slider terminal is 
run out direct to a grid-bias point. 

The fixed condenser used whould 
be of at least 2-mfd. capacity or 
4-mfd. if possible, and while it need 
not be of the, very high voltage 
variety, it must be able to with- 
stand the pressure occurring across 
the resistance (this will be the grid- 
bias voltage arranged for).’ 

It is important to remember that 
the voltage taken for grid bias in. 
this way must be substracted from 
the H.T. voltage and it follows 
from this that as you adjust the 
G.B. so you vary the H.T. 

Unfortunately, the variation ‘is 
not in such a way that the H.T. 
automatically follows the G.B. In

COUPLING G CIRCUITS 


Enormous Difficulties at 
_ Beginning — 


(By Percy W. Harris M.LR.E.) 

Accustomed as we are to using 
three or more valves in a wireless 
receiver without any spectal diffi- 
culty, it may come as a surprise 
to many readers to know that when 
the three-electrode valve was first 
invented, the use of geveral valves 
“In cascade” us it was then called, 


Presented enormous — difficulties, 
One of the chief troubles was. that 
no two valves were alike. 


W: have still a long way to go 
yet before we get the same efficiency 
of energy’ in the high-frequency 
stages as we now get at the low. 
frequency end. In high-frequency 
coupling the two things aimed at 
‘are the greatest possible magnifica- 
tfon per stage with the: highest 
practical selectivity, 


Selectivity Not’ Always Important 
In some cases where it is only 
desirad to Huten to one station 
selectivity is not Important,*ag it 
ig unlikely that any other station 
will compare in strength with 
that —‘the local —to which we 
desire to listen. 
. The reason-why a circuit must 
not be made too selective in the 
high-frequency end is that in 
broadcasting we «are not’ dealing 
with .one definite frequency per 
station, but with ‘a band of’ fre- 
quenvies each side of that carrier- 
wave. For proper broadcasting all 
musical frequencies between about 
50 cycles and 5,000 must be trans- 
mitted (although it is better, if 
eertaln, frequencies above this upper 
limit are also sent out), and if pro- 
per transmission of frequencies be- 
tween tl.esa two limits is made, then 
we shall get exceedingly good re- 
production with. a | properly de- 
signed wet, 

If our set tg 80 sharply” tuned 
thes tere is an appreciable falling 
ot in muguification of frequencies 
on either side of the carrier, then 
we shall get distortion. 

‘Ske two leading forms of high- 
frequency coupling are the tuned 
nnode und the tuned transformer.
